NON-WINNERS UAYE A DAY 



LOUISVILLE PROGRAM DEVOTED TO HORSES 
IN NEED OF WINNING FEED MONEY. 

Irfaneh and Jack Straw Deceive the Confident Back- 
era — Hallack Wina in Style — J. Lee 
Guides Deacon to Victory.

Louisville. Ky.. May 14. — Today’s card was of the 
consolation variety, the purses going to previous 
non- winner* at tliis meeting. It kni ke en totnM 
to uive the iMK»rer class of bones an opportunity to 
earn their keep. ami Secretary Davis brought to- 
gether proiaildy the biggest hand of starters since 
the npeninir. The hie fields precluded any chance 
for go**d contests, consequently tin* racing was some- 
what tame and dragging. A fair-sized attendance 
was. Iiowever. present, and the speculation did not 
fall far below that of yesterday, the mutuels total 
ing over $b2,oou. Favorite backers met disaster 
in three of the afternoon’s races, their principal 
upsets coining with tin* defeats of Irfaneh and 
Jack Straw. The failure of this pair to lie placed 
among the first three ill their res|K*ctive races en- 
tailed an additional loss to the pikers, who have 
t*eeu eking out daily wages l»y backing legitimate 
odds-on first choices to show. Their h*ss was natu- 
rally so much gaiu to the backers of the placed 
horses. 

Several Kentucky Oaks candidates were sent to 
the |s*st during the afternoon, but with the excep- 
tion of F lores 1 they failed t«* gather nmeli. Present 
indications are tliat Floreal may win the race that 
ranks second in im|M»rtaiice t<* the Kentucky Derby 
here, as most of the l*est eligildes. including Ada 
Meade, are on the ailing list and will md In* start- 
ers in the event. Floreal’s showing this afternoon 
was not overly brilliant. She lauded a distant third 
to Melissa and Righteasy and lust in advance of 
Irfaneh. The latter, during the early racing, 
showed much the most speed, but when challenged 
gave wav at an alarming rate. Melissa, the winner, 
had a tight fit to get Iwwnc in advance of Right 
easy, noses separating tliem at the end. 

.lack Straw’s hackers had a reasonable excuse to 
offer for the failure of the colt to show to liettcr 
advantage, as lie bb*d during the running. He was 
pressing rtianticlor closely when the mishap occurred 
and it is supposed tlmt he would have beaten Sudan, 
the winner. The latter’s victory enabled I*. Dunne 
to take du\*n liis first nurse since leaving California. 

Patriot, in the opener, under Powers’ good riding, 
was easily best of the fifteen others that tried con- 
clusions and won handily from Zeola. 

The sharp lecture that J. Lee got yesterday from 
the judges, injected some life into that rider, as lie 
showed a Hash of his old-time form in ids riding of 
Deacon in the fourth race and brought him home 
an easy winner. Fifteen poor platers went in this 
race Mini there was considerable crowding, but not 
enough to change the result. Deacon having a good 
margin at tin* end over Scnipro and Imltodcu. 

W. II. Fizer’s smart youngster. Hallack. emerged 
from the maiden ranks in the fifth race, beating 
I’orez and Starport. Hallack was the leader for the 
entire trip and had little difficulty in withstanding 
challenges from the others. 

Tlie closing race went to Mamie Algol, on which 
several made a handsome winning. Gypsy King, 
because of his recent good racing, was the most 
fancied, hut he succumbed to Mamie Algol’s rush 
in the last seventy yards. Rustle made a sparkling 
effort in this race and just failed to lK*at Gypsy 
King. 

Jockeys Ilcidcl and T. Taylor were each fined 
$25 by the starter for breaking through the barrier 
in the fifth and sixth races. 

“Canada Jack” Adkins will ship his recent pur- 
chase. Direct, to Toronto some time next week. It 
had at first tM*en his iutentiou to start the colt in 
the Latonia Derby, but as it appears that he has 
several Canadian fixtures at his mercy. Adkins 
deemed it more expedient to save the colt for these 
engagements. Direct lias not been showing Ills !»est 
form in bis pair of starts here and tin* experts think 
tliat In* lias been given a too hurried preparation, 
which accounts for Ids recent non -success. 

News that Deluiont Park’s opening was a huge 
success, lias instilled confidence- in some of the timid 
horsemen and many of them will now plan a cam- 
paign on the eastern courses. They will probably 
ship at the conclusion of this meeting. 

Most of the horsemen now here will ship their 
consignment to Latonia for the thirty -days meeting 
there. Fort Erie will then receive their attention. 
The stakes to ho run at Fort Erie are being tilled 
in excess of former seasons. Secretary Davis is re- 
ceiving the entries from horsemen here. 

GREAT NEWSPAPER JUDGES RACING. 



Tin* staid and high-class New York Herald has 
been trying its hand at tipping the horses — one a 
day — this season as it did last, aud as a result of the 
experiment prints this: 

‘‘Testimony that racing is an honestly conducted 
sport, as has so often l*eeu claimed by the Herald, 
is shown by tin* results of the Pimlico meeting, 
which ended Wednesday. At this racing point 
horses that had raced or Ihmti trained at various 
places met, yet so true was the running that out 
of sixteen days’ racing the Herald’s selections won 
outright nine times, were second twice, third once, 
unplaced once and were scratdved three times. 
Tims, out of thirteen races in which the selections 
ran. a bout seventy per cent, won outright, leaving 
to ’those who had desired to test the accuracy of the 
running a neat profit on the meeting. 

‘No attention is paid to the probable odds at 
which the chosen horse may start. The point is to 
select the racer which on form seems to stand out 
as the most likely winner. Despite all the incidents 
which »n racing occur at critical times and aid in 
defeating the best horse, the fact remains, attest- 
ing its honesty, that in seven out of ten the horse 
which should have won lias done so.”

Albany. N. Y„ May 14. — Tin* Conrt of Appeals is 
expected ywitliin a few days to announce whet her ad- 
vance information about weights, jockeys aud 
scratched horses is a gambling device. 

Joseph Auerbach and William S. Dewitt protested 



to tin* court in behalf of the Brighton Beach Itaclnu 
Association that such information is not a violation 
of the anti gambling law. They acted for defendants 
John G. C’avauagh. (’. J. Fitzgerald aud William 
Engeman, who were indicted as common gamblers. 
Assistant District Attorney Elder, of Kings County, 
argued that these indictments should stand. Coun- 
sel for the accused urged that there was no iiossihlc 
ground upon which they could lie punished. The cast* 
lias been carried through the lower courts. All lniv* 
held that neither of the defendants has broken the 
law. 

SIXTEEN HORSES FALL IN AUSTRALIAN RACE. 

The most disastrous accident in the matter of 
horses falling iu a race was when Grace Darling won 
the Caulfield Cup last month at Sydney. Australia. 
There were forty-one runners on that occasion and 
sixteen horses fell approaching the home turn. The 
lightweight jockey. Donald Nicholson, was fatally 
injured, dying almost immediately. Several other 
jockeys were injured, and the colt. I avail, killed. 
Last month, in the Trial Stakes, at Koschill. another 
Australian track, twelve horses fell at once*, but 
fortunately no fatality resulted. Twenty-nine horses 
started iu this race.

EASTERN TURFMEN ELATED 



MR. BELMONT CONFIDES HIS VIEWS TO NEWS- 
PAPER MEN AND IS DECIDEDLY HOPEFUL. 



Probability That Belmont Park Racing Days Will 
Be Increased if Today’s Attendance is 

Up to Expectations. i 



New York. May 14. — August Belmont and a mini 
her of press representatives held an informal i*on 
ference in the directors’ room of the great Belmont 
hanking quarters on Nassau street this afternoon. 
Every racing reporter in New York was then*. The 
chairman of the Jockey Club discussed the local 
racing situation very frankly, prefacing ids remarks 
by requesting that they were not for publication and 
that he would not Ik* ready to lie quotiil until after 
tlie close of racing on Saturday, when a statement 
to the press covering everything of importance would 
be given out officially. No violation of confidence is 
involved, however, iu saying that Mr. Belmont was 
sanguine — even confident — of the outcome. So. in 
fact, is the whole local racing colony. Every one 
present agreed that tlie Behnont Dark opening day 
was successful lieyond their wildest expectations, 
that this outpouring of people, necessarily debarred 
from hotting under the restrictions of the new anil- 
betting law. was a revelation, and tliat if a great 
crowd turns- out for Saturday’s racing the who]** 
country will lie convinced that wholesale betting 
is not an indispensable adjunct to American racing. 

The re-opening of the so-called free field has b»*cu 
discussed by the Jockey Club. Mr. Belmont said 
that he was in favor of doing it. believing that the 
masses had as much right to enjoy racing as those 
av1h» patronized the more exclusive enclosures. Fur- 
thermore. he thought it would Ik* putting the popu- 
larity of the sport to a supreme test, if such was 
done under existing conditions and ldg patronage 
resulted, and that all doubts as to the outcome 
would be tin Died lately dissolved. 

It is thought that the Westchester Racing Asso 
elation will give a number of extra days’ racing at 
the present Beluiout Dark meeting, an increase of 
the present schedule from ten to fifteen days being 
probable. Purses may also bo raised. 

A fine and well ha lanced card is promised for de- 
cision tomorrow. The Juvenile Stakes for two-year- 
olds, and tin* TolKiggun Handicap, are its staV * ♦ ••a. 
lures. King James, the Metro|H>litaii Handicap vic- 
tor. is a conspicuous entry in the second race at one 
mile.

BETTING REGULATIONS AT BELMONT. 

New York. May 14. — Persons who go to Belmont 
Dark will not Ik* guilty or even accused of violating 
the llart-Agnew law if they indulge iu speculation 
iu this manner: 

First — Y «mi can bet orally without putting up cash 
with any friend or acquaintance who will accept 
your wager. 

Second — The man who accepts your wager can first 
quote to you tlu* mills on the horse you wish to 
lttck. 

Third — You will collect the amount of your wager 
or pay your losses after each race or the following 
day. as may In* determined by Hie track officials. 

Fourth — Daymen ts must In* enclosed in small brown 
envelopes properly addressed, but under uo circum- 
stances can money be displayed. 

Fifth — If you make a bet you can recoil it on 
your programme, but it is just as well to keep it in 
your mind rather than to take chances. 

Sixth — If you accept a wager and make a record 
of it you may be arrested by plain clothes men, who 
will 1m* on the job. 

Seventh — If you want to accept more than one 
wager on a race there is no limit. You can tak** 
as many as you and your friends cun keep track of 
in your heads. 

These rules were outlined for the New York Sun 
by one of the Jock* v ( lull’s attorneys, who said they 
would be strictly observed at the track.

— Jockey Denny was sus- 
pended for the rest of the meeting today by Judge 
Blum for his incompetent ride ou Manila S. in the 
last race. 

Next Tuesday will 1m* Ogden Day. when all the 
stores in town will 1m* closed and the governor will 
again attend. A crowd of 5,000 is expected. 

AMERICAN DAY AT NEWMARKET. 

Easy Manner in Which Sir Martin Won His Race 
Wins Much Admiration. 

That American horses won three races at New- 
market last Wednesday and only missed another nar- 
rowly. is known to followers of racing affairs, but 
details furnished by tbe New York Herald’s corre- 
spondent. lose nothing in interest because of tbe main 
facts being already known. Of siveeial concern to 
all Is bis description of Sir Martin's impressive race 
in the Wednesday Welter Handicap. It is lo lie 
-Inferred from it that this good colt has gone on in 
the right way and his winning the Epsom Derby is 
now no improbability. 

“American owners who are racing over here scored 
tlioir best performance so far this season at New- 
market today. They exploited four races with four 
horses, three of which were successful, while the 
other lost by only a narrow margin. One of the win- 
ners from America was Louis Winans’ Derby colt. 
Sir Martin, which won the Wednesday Welter Ilandi- 
cap, distance one mile, with the heavy Impost of 13G 
pounds in the saddle, in irreproachable style. It 
was the general opinion that the colt’s first appear 
a nee in public In England would be delayed still 
further, owing to hardness of tin* going, but when 
It became known that it had been decided to run 
1dm there was a general exodus to the paddock to 
sec the colt. 

“lie was kept in his box until the last minute. 
Dn emerging it was noticed he was bandaged on the 
forelegs. He was not generally liked, as he is a 
bit leggy. Those who have seen him in exercise, 
however, remarked: ‘Wait till you see him gallop 

and you’ll then say he’s a good horse.’* 

“They certainly were correct, as despite the fact 
he had to concede as much as thirty -eight |»ounds to 
some of Ills opponents, he won handsomely from J. 
B. Leigh’s Dusky Slave, a four-year old, to whom 
he was giving twenty-nine pounds, in the fast time 
of 1 :3S*. The son of Ogden and Lady Sterling gal- 
lops with Ids head low. like many good race horses 
lieforo him. lie came back to the paddock in no way 
distressed ami treated the mobbing to which he wa* 
subjected with supreme disdain. 

“Before the race he was quoted at 10 to 1 for 
the Epsom Derby, but half these odds were eagerly 
accepted after he bad cantered home. Ills starting 
price today was 7 to 1. 

“A capital day’s sport was opened with the vic- 
tory of the gelding by Irish Lad or Ballyhoo Bey, 
out of Queen of Hearts, in a selling plate for two- 
year-ohls. These races, as a rale, are no good to 
backers, but this one proved an exception, for the 
puuters pinned their faith on what they saw on the 
same course a month ago. when the winner, after 
proving successful in II. I*. Whitney’s colors, was 
sold for $1,700. 

“He was trained by Joyner, who did not bold a 
high opinion of him. Walters, Jr., however, soon 
got a race out of him. The success of the gelding 
xvas followed by tin* victory of Sir Martin, ami after 
Avalanche II. and East Bool bad contested an ex- 
citing finish for the Spring Two- Year-Old Stakes 
1 he way was clear for tbe principal event of the 
day. the Newmarket Stakes, a sweepstakes of thirty 
sovereigns, with 1,000 sovereigns added, for three- 
year-olds. 

“In this much interest was taken in the meeting 
of Louviers and Electra, because it furnished a line 
as to the relative form of the 1909 cults ami fillies. 
Louviers finished third in the Two Thousand Guineas 
and Electra won the One Thousand. It was held 
there ^as greater merit in the latter’s performance 
and the filly was made favorite, hut. well as slit* ran 
and gamely as she struggled, she was unable to hold 
her own with the colt, which won by three parts 
of a length. It was not an attractive iierformance, 
but Mutt Louviers can gallon when he likes was 
amply demonstrated, and be stayed the severe mile 
and a quarter all right. * 

“His victory, added to that of Sir Martin, makes 
the Derby look more open Mian ever, and the ldg 
Epsom race came in for a good ileal of discussion 
and argument. 

“Luring the afternoon the American eagle 
screamed again, for II. 1*. Whitney’s three-year-obl. 
Sixty, simply ‘Uoddled’ home hi the Chesterfield 
Maiden Plate, and bis success was loudly cheered 
by every la sly but tlie lmokk*s, who were badly bit 
over the result, as ‘Skeets* Martin’s mount started 
hot favorite. 

“Bobbin looked like continuing the rout of Un- 
English horses in the Flyiug Handicap. He went to 



the front half way down the hill, but Woottou 
brought Lox*d Hare wood’s Mai wood, which was re- 
ceiving both weight and age from Bobbin, with a 
rush in Mu* last fifty yards and beat the bearer of 
the Eton blue jacket by about a half length. 

“Undeterred by Bobbin’s defeat, backers wouldn't 
bo stalled off Jnmes It. Keene’s Esperanto in 
the last event, a plate of two hundred sovereigns, 
and despite the fact that the son of Disguise had 
let them down several times this season, they sup- 
IKxrted him so strongly that In* eventually became an 
13 to 8 on chance. 

“This time the Beckbainpton-trained three-year-obl 
made no mistake, as after indulging Sir It. W. B. 
Jardine’s Clarionet with the lead to ‘the dip.’ he 
shot out to win by a length. 

“Tbe forward running of the American horses and 
the excellent showing of Sir Martin in particular 
was naturally the big topic with racing men. as was 
the market hostility to Bayardo for the Derby. 
Overnight the Manton colt was knocked out to 
‘twenties’ and ‘fours’ were laid that he would not 
see the post. He, however, advanced again to 
‘tens’ today. The jiosition is most peculiar, it lieing 
known that his owner wanted to lmek him for a large 
sum, running into four figures, for the Epsom event, 
prior to the Two Thousand Guineas, and it is argued 
lie would not have done so if there had been any- 
thing very serious witU Bayardo.’* 

“American Race-Goer,’* who is probably n. De 
Courcy Forbes, who is in England to look after the 
Keene lairses, cables aliout Wednesday’s racing at 
Newmarket ns follows: 

“It was well worth while to those who surged out 
from London to Newmarket. There was at least 
fresh air right off the North Sea and that is the 
freshest thing I know of except a New York car 
conductor. Ixirds and ladies In straw hats, Ameri- 
cans and only one king were on the job. There were 
also some very enticing and expensive gowns worn 
by fair wearers. This sight cheered np those who 
bad lost. Why go to a garden party or a society 
play when you can go to the paddock? It’s all the 
same. 

“The Americans w?re down at Newmarket today 
in shoals. Yon can always tell them. They are 
generally lean, thin faced, bright eyed and quick 
spoken. Englishmen are different. That Is how yon 
can tell them apart. 

“Tlie fact that Sir Martin, an American horse, 
won did not force the Americans present into any 
great outburst of joy. They were just pleased, 
but not unpleasant about it. 

“ ‘Ho is the Derby winner as sure as I am a 
foot high.’ said Colonel George Hepworth. 

“ ‘It would lie cheerful.’ said Henry Dozian. ‘if 
an American horse won it.’ 

“Leo Kline said: ‘It is nlsmt time for American 
horses to do something to make a mark with.’ and 
so it goes. 

“In the paddock today I was given enough infor 
mat ion to stock a library. They — these informers — 
mistook me for a Frenchman, and talked just as 
though I was a father confessor or a grandmother. 
They told me that really there was nothing tlie 
matter with Bayardo’ s feet. I am so glad to know 
it. I was so afraid tbe horse might lie afflicted 
with housemaid’s km*e. 

“Coming hack from the eonrse before the last 
rage, I found the railway station deserted and not 
a porter in sight. 

“ ‘Is this the platform for the London train?’ 
I asked of an attendant in the cloak room. He woke 
up and replied: ‘Should think it would lie. sir.’ 

“ ‘But is it?’ 1 insisted. Tlie train leaves iu two 
minutes, does it conic in here?’ 

“ ‘Now, sir. you know the trains to Ipswich go 
right from here, and Ipswich is I^ondon way, is it 
not? You’d lietter take the train here.’ 

“ ‘But I got off the train from London on this 
platform. They don’t run both ways on tlie same 
line, do they?’ I persisted. 

“ ‘Now. just fancy them doing that.’ he answered. 
‘You never can tell aliout these railroads. They 
just do this or that, and there you are. My word, 
you never can say exactly which way you’re going 
when you start to go, ami it’s most distressing 
when you want to get to some place in a hurry 
and find they have gone.* 

“Then I ran to the other platform and missed 
my train.’*

ENGLISH COMMENT ON AMERICAN HORSES. 

Views of Great London Dailies After Hillside Had 
Won the Crawfurd Plate. 

After the American horses bad aehieved a fairly 
good measure of success at tlic Newmarket Craven 
meeting, the London dallies devoted considerable 
s|«ice to commenting on their performances: 

“The performances of the American horses last 
week were notable.” said the London Times. 

“It Is understood that the best of them have not 
been seen; those that have run are second or third- 
rate animals opposing English horses of about the 
same class, or perhaps it should l>e said deficiency 
of class. But the importations have done so well 
that when the piek of them go to the post the best 
efforts of their English opponents will, to all ap- 
pearance. be required. It is evident that the Ameri- 
cans are capable of bolding their own, half a dozen 
raees having already lx^n secured by . those three 
owners. What they have done is the more credit- 
aide as they have had comparatively little time to 
get into trim, and it must be supposed that they 
are under soon* disadvantage in consequence of 
their new surroundings. It is particularly to 1 m* 
observed that those of the two-year-olds which have 
run, and of which, of course, nothing could Is* known 
definitely liefore they were sent over, are of ob- 
vious capacity.” 

The Loudon Standard commented as follows: 

“To those who carefully follow the trend of pass- 
ing events, the Craven meeting, which closed yester- 
day. shows that the American invasion is far more 
serious to English owners than was generally ex- 
pected. Thus early in the season have our American 
cousins shown us that the material they have brought 
over is worthy of resi>ecr. To win a couple of handi- 
caps ere raciug is a month old, with horses that, 



according to the estimate of tlieir home form, have 
not been leniently treated, is a remarkable achieve- 
ment. and it is only fair to assume that our visi- 
tors have not as yet shown us the full strength of 
their band. One cannot take any exception to the 
way Joyner has commenced bis camiuiign with II. 
P. Whitney’s team. Both Hillside ami Sea (Miff were 
run out ns straight as the proverbial gun-barrel on 
their first and subsequent appearances on an English 
racecourse. There has been no ‘acclimatizing’ in the 
sense that occurred some dozen or more years ago. 
Everything in connection with the Ballaton Lodge 
horses so far lias Ihhmi free of finesse and absolutely 
alM>ve board. Neither the owner of the horses nor his 
trainer lwts, so tlieir success, untinged by any mone- 
tary consideration, is purely of a sporting character, 
and thus is acceptable to those who follow racing 
for pleasure and regard it as a national pastime.” 

Horsemen and race-goers, however, still continue 
to wonder at and criticise the training methods of 
Joyner, though they already have accepted them as 
efficacious with American horses. Straight through, 
the critics have insisted 011 styling the horses that 
Joyner lias raced as “fat,” and the comment oa the 
fat that Hillside carried when lie went to the i»ost 
for the Crawfurd Plate, was universal. ().’ Joyner 
and Hillside in connection with that race, tire I.0.1 
don Telegraph said: 

“We have further evidence in the Crawfurd Plate 
that Joyner’s stable is likely to make its mark this 
year. Hillside, a nice stamp of horse, virtually won 
the race from end to end. The gelding held quite 
a levee in the outer ‘bird cage.’ where the some- 
what uueonventional methods of the American 
trainer, assisted by bis several attendants, were 
watclwd witli (lie keenest curiosity. Hillside was 
ridden by Frank Woottou. The lightweight Ibus 
made bis first acquaintance with Harry Payne Whit- 
ney’s colors.”
